HIS beautiful city, the second business place of Clay County, is situated twenty-six 
miles South-east of Terre Haute, on the E. & I. Railroad, and was surveyed in the 
month of June, 1873, aud recorded under the name of Markland. The original plat 
comprises four blocks of twelve lots each. “he four original streets were Maple and 
Clay, running East and West, and Market and Main, running North and South, all 
of which are sixty-five feet wide. 

Eli and E. F. Cooprider were among the first to erect dwellings in the village 

and the former put up the first store rooms in the North-west part, which he stocked 
with general merchandise. “he Burger Bros. kept the second store, and brought on a large stock 
of goods which they sold as partners until 1882, when the firm dissolved, each one going into bus- 
iness on his own responsibility. H. Grismer & Co. came next with a dry goods store and erected 

a store building in the West part of town. John Long & Son commenced business in 1877, and 

from that date until the present time men have come and established different businesses, until, 

to-day we have in the southern part of Clay County a thriving and prosperous little city of two 
thousand inhabitants. 

Being surrounded with almost inexhaustable timber resources, a clay superbly adapted to the 
manufacture of tile and building brick; the discovery of our unlimited supply of coal, gave birth to 
the various manufacturing industries that to-day ornament our surroundings, giving employment, 
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to the artisan and force, power and prosperity to our annals of commerce, and happiness to our peo- 
ple. АП these industries are referred to and described under separate headings in this book. 

It is known that large quantities of coal exist beneath the surface of the earth in this section. 
Veins as much as seven feet thick are being worked. There are thousands of acres of the famous 
“Brazil Block” that still remain untouched. 'The same conditions apply very forcibly to our superior 
quality of clay, which seems to exist in great quantities, which has only received, so far, a very mea- 
ger development, as compared to its intrinsic importance. 

Our agricultural advantages are equaled by none in the state, and it requires armies of laborers 
to prepare and transport the rich harvests of Eel River Valley. This valley is the richest in the 
country and may be reached by a five-mile drive in three different directions from this city. 

Our splendid blocks of mercantile houses afford every novelty and facility for modern advantages 
to the consuming public, and can only be properly appreciated by a thorough inspection of its great- 
ness. Our merchants and business men in general are enterprising and progressive, and nowhere 
can a more congenial class be found. The people of this city are God-fearing, and live for something 
beyond this life, and seek to scatter seeds of kindness along a tempetuous journey. The name “The 
City of Churches” would not be misapplied if applied to Clay City. We have in this section the 
Methodist, Free Methodist, Christian, Presbyterian, United Brethren, Baptist, and German Baptist 
churches. We have also the following secret orders: The Masons, Knights of Pythias, Odd Fellows, 
Imp. Order of Red Men, Modern Woodmen and Knights and Ladies of Columbia. 

Clay City's shipping facilities are afforded through the Evansville & Indianapolis Railway, and 
while this company’s treatment of the city is not entirely free from criticism, yet, considering the gen-

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THE CLAY CITY FLOUR MILLS. 


Pre-eminent of its kind in Clay County. 


The history of the Clay City Flour Mills dates back to the year of 1890. This the finest plant of its kind in the country was founded 
by Bryon & Black, which firm was succeeded by Moyer & Willen on Sept. 1, 1901. This change brought about a wonderful improve- 
ment, as this firm at once set about to displace the more crude machinery with that of the latest Plansifter Patent System, the installa- 
tion of which was accomplished under the direction of practical mill mechanics. They also raised the price of wheat to the very top of 
the market, and by doing so were able to buy entire productions of the home farmers. The capacity of the plant is 100 barrels per day, 
and the brands that are now popular for their purity and quality are “Реег1еѕѕ° High Grade Patent, ‘Perfection’ Plansifter Patent, 
“Daisy” and “Pond Lilly.” 

During the month of July, 1903, W. H. Moyer, Senior member of the firm of Moyer & Willen sold his one-half interest to John 
Willen, father of Chas. Е. Willen the Junior partner, and since that date the mill has been under the management of John Willen & Son. 


Mr. J. А. Lawrenson, a practical miller, whose services the new firm secured on Aug. Ist, 1908, is a man of long years experience 
in one of the largest mills of the state, having been twenty years in the employment of Willard Kidder of Terre Haute. His services are 
proving invaluable to the plant and we feel that the firm are very fortunate in his selection. 
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George М. Williamson, Manager ої the Bartlett & Kuhn Elevator ої this city, was Боги February 21, 1845, in 
Franklin County, Ind. He came to Clay City early in the year of 1877, and engaged in the grain business; and for 
the past twenty-seven years has continued to buy the grain of the surrounding farmers. During the latter part of last 
year, Bartlett, Kuhn & Co., built the elevator, of which we have and illustration above, and placed Mr. Williamson 
as General Manager over the same. Mr. Earnest Williamson, his son, assists with the duties connected with the 
elevator and also has the agency for the Champion Harvesting Machinery. 

The new elevator is one of the finest in the country, with large storage facilities and a large capacity for shelling. 
It has opened up one of the best markets for corn, and makes Clay City the head of the grain market in Clay County.

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CLAY CITY BRICK & CLAY СО. 


We present herewith а halftone ої the New Factory 
just being completed. 


Many years ago the Clay City Brick Company began the 
manufacture of building brick from the superior quality of 
clay located on the southern border of Clay City, which they 
continued until being succeeded by the Clay City Brick & 
Clay Co., in the spring of 1901. This new organization of 
capital came into possession of the field and plant with new 
plans and at once set about to overhaul all machinery. This 
being done they, continued the manufacture of a quality of 
brick known as the sand-mould building, until May 1903, at 
which time the plant was destroyed by fire. The company 
at once began to rebuild and replacing all tke old machinery 
with new and up-to-date devices for the manufacture of the 
stiff mud brick, hollow blocks and drain tile. In the 
place of the old style pug-mill they now have the modern dry-pan pulverizer they also have the hot-air drying process. 

The plant now has a capacity of 30,000 brick per day with everything so arranged that work may be continued 
during all kinds of weather. 

Mr. J. C. Carysle is the present Superintendent, having disengaged himself with the Chicago Sewer Pipe Co., 
whose employ he had been in for the past five years. Не accepted the above mentioned position about one year ago. 
Mr. Carysle is a most genial gentleman and understands every detail of the clay working industry, having began his 
trade with his father, who was the first to manufacture sewer pipe in the United States. We feel that under his 
management the company will attain the highest success.
